Francisco Hotel. 
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Many Were Injured--Spectators Did Noble Work-- 



















San Francisco, April 5.—Twenty 
men were burned to death and twen- 
ty others injured in a fire which de- 
stroyed an Italian hotcl at Seven- 
teenth and Connecticut streets, in the 
Potrero district, carly tenets The 
injured were of. the laboring class, 
and were asicep in their rooms when 
the fire started. Before they could be 
aroused,’ the flames had spread 
Retr the building. The walls fell 
and inmates were buried in the 
ruins, twenty being taken out dead 
and dying. People from other hotels 
in the vicinity rushed to the assist- 
ance of the buried victims and suc- 
ceeded in rescuing all of them from 
the flaming timbers. Automobiles 
brought into service and the injured 
rushed to the Potrero Emergency Hos- 
pital, where several died while await- 
ing treatment. 3 

Fire Started In Kitchen. 

The fire that destroyed the Geneva 
Hotel is believed to have started in 
the kitchen, and had gained great 
headway before it was discovered. 
There were over 100 lodgers in the 
building, which burned like tinder, 
and most of those who lost their lives 
were caught while asleep and roasted 
to death. So rapidly did the fire 
spread that it was impossible to do 
much in the way of rescuc, and even 
when the fire apparatus arrived, the 
blaze was so fierce that the firemen 
were hardly able to place ladders 
against the walls. They did, however, 
menage to save a number of people 
on the very top storey. In the work 
of rescue W. A. Cole, a fireman, was 
thrown from a ladder, and it is be- 
lieved fatally injured.

The returns aa to indictable offen- 
cea for the year under review show a 
distinct increase over the figures for 
1904, over the “latest .quinquennial 
average, and over the previous ratio 
of such offences in proportion t6 the 
population. But taking the figures re- 
ating to all classes of crime since 
1857, a gradual decrease ia noticeable. 

Sir John Macdonell points out that 
the men sentenced ta death for mur 
der since 188 are about seven times 
5 numerous 2s females. This fact ia 
tho more remarkable because the fig- 
ures affecting women include ‘cases 
of child murder. Ste 

Tho great majority of ‘persona mur- 
dered are women. They are as throe 
to two, Murder means to a very great 
extent the murdering‘of women by 
men. On the other hand the men who 
are killed by manslaughter exceed 
women by about two to one. The Rreat 
majority of murders are committed by 
persons from 21.to 40 years old. 

Most. of the men and women con- 
victed of murder belong to the Inbor: 
ing classes, murder by tramps or 
Vastants being rare.

The district attorney has many wit- 
nesses. stil! under subpoena,” but it 
is said ho will press the trial forward 
to an carly verdict, or what is re- 
gardod as more likely, a disagreement 
of the jury.

SAVED ON BURNING BOAT. 


Steamer Destroyed By Fire—Sixty- 
Five Were Rescued, 


Debbs Ferry, N.Y¥., April 6.—Tho 
steamer City. of Troy of the Citizens’ 
Line was burned to the water's edgo 
here last night. All the passengers, 
some sixty-five in number, were land- 
e] safely. The steamer was destroyed 
with its cargo of freight and thirteen 
horses. Edwin Gould's dock, to which 
the City of Troy tied up, when it was 
found impossible to control the 
finmes, wns also destroyed. 

The City af Troy left for New York 
at 6 o'clock jast night, bound up the 
river for Albany and Troy. The fire 
was discovered at mbout 8 o'clock, 
when she was about cight miles below 
Debbs Ferry. It broke out in the hold 
amidships, and rapidly gained head- 
way. The crew fought the flaincs for 
seme time before the boat was turned 
shorewards, but when it was scen they 
eculd not control the:n the captain 
turned his boat-for Debbs Ferry. 
When she tied up at the Gould dock, 
the fire had gained such headway 
that little attempt was made to ex- 
tinguish it, and every effort was bent 
townrd landing the’ passengers suc- 
cessfully. When it was thought that 
everyone had been landed safely, it 
was discovered that a woman paasen- 
ger was asleep in her berth, and two 
Debbs. Ferry firemen, Alfred Smith 
and Robert Wilson, rushed into the 
burning boat and carried the woman 
safely ashore.

How to Sweep Large Ones and to Dust 
Small Ones. 

Some housekeepers hare concluded 
that they prefer two or three small 
rugs In a room to one large one which 
is too heavy for 2 woman to handle 
and beat. A great sing!e rug covering 
the center of the room looks well, even 
if of no better quality than a good 
Smyrna. Bot smaller rugs must be of

If small rugs are used, do not allow 
them to be taken out and shaken by 
one end or, in fact, shaken at all, for 
this is the way to break them Into raga, 
along the edges at least. Hang over a 
Mne and Leat with a rattan, or, better 
yet, have the rugs tald on grass 
and beaten on the wrong ride and 
then turned.—Chicago Inter Ocean.

$7,035,302. At the Legislature yester- 
day Hoa. A.J. Matheson submitted 
the supplementary estimates. These 
alinount to $616,201, while the main 
estimates reached $6,519,131. The ex- 
penditure for last year amounted to 
$6,720,179. § 

VYrominent among the itema in the 
supplementaries is $34,900 for colon- 
ization roads, $21,735 for board of 
health and factory inspection, $500 
for Mr. Speaker Crawford, $3,200 {qr 
the Text Book Commission, $5,000 for 
flaga for the rural echools, $6,000 for 
fruit growers and tho protection of 
trees, $9,600 for colonization and im- 
migration, $85,700 for hospitals and 
charities, $100,000 for changes in the 
Toronto asylum and $12,000 to the ex- 
y ration survey branch of the T. & 
N. O. Railway from Cobalt to Sud- 
bury, 

Tho amendments by the Minister 
of Education to the public schools act 
were put through committee. Of the 
extra $320,000 provided for rural 
schools this year, the largest portion— 
about $250,000—will be distributed on 
a basis to induce higher salaries. The 
minimum‘remains fixed at the amount 
of the township grant, viz., $300. The 
school receives nothing on salary un- 
lesa it exceeds the township grant. 
The. amounts paid as inducementa 
vary according to the assessments of 
sections, the poorer sections recett- 
ing the larger inducements, . 

The balance of the moncy goes in 
fixed grants for equipment and ac- 
commodation, and also on the class 
pl_teachers’ certificates. 

Hon. Dr. Reaume introduced a 
measure respecting the Temiskaming 
and Northern Ontario Railway. This 
is a consolidation of the various acts 
relative to the Government railway.

will so down as the most trying he 
has ever experienced. From the open- 
ing ‘of court until the jory 
fates dealt unmercifully with him. 
He -left the courtroom dejected and 
with ap; tly Little hope left for an 
acquittal. 

-*+ Thaw Discouraged. 

In District "Attorney Jerome's final 
argument and throughout tho judge’s 
charge Thaw had to listen to a scath- 
ing attack upon his wild life, and to 
a narrative of hard facta which strip- 
ped his deeds of the halo of chivalric 
glory which his own-attorneys placed 
over them. .. 

The judge's charge, lasting about 
an hour, was a careful and concise 
outline of the law, and informed the 
jury of its right’of rendering any o: 
of the following fourt vordiets: Mur- 
der in the first degree; murder in tho 
second degrec; manslaughter in the 
first’ degree, or. not guilty on the 
ground of insanity’ The statute gov- 
erning the plea) of insanity. was: de- 
fined clearly, much stress being laid 
on the fact that an irresistible im- 
pulse to kill has no place in the law. 

The judge also informed the jury 
that an illusion, unlesa the illusion, if 
trac, might result in the injury of the 
man suffering it, could not be accept- 
ed as an excuse. 

“Proof of partial or incipient insan- 
ity is not sufficiont ss an excuse. Tho 
settled law of the state is that so 
long as the power to appreciate the 
nature and quality of the act is pres- 
ent, no man must commit crime if 
he would escape the consequences,” 


he ; 

“If be cocks, aims and discharges 
a revolver, au it is alleged here, did 
he -know when he cocked and fired 
the weapon that the act was wrong 
and would pees, destroy a life, 
and did he know the act was forbid- 
den by law? That is the question 
which the law must have answered. 

Presumes Thaw Sane. 

“The legal presumption is that the 
defendant was sane when he com- 
mitted the act. It was not incum- 
bent upon the prosecution to intro- 
duce preliminary testimony to show 
that was sane. Whoever denies 
sanity ,must prove that ineanity is 
present. The law aossuinen that all 
men are sane, a4 it assumes all men 
are innocent. 

“The hypothetical questions, which 
were answered by the experts, assum- 
ed certain facts, and the answer was 
only the opinion of the experts on 
these assumed facta. You are not 
obliged, nor are you permitted, to ac 
cept opinions as you ‘would-facts. In 
considering the testimony of medical 
exports, you are to consider their ex- 
perienco and knowledge, and you 
should consider the quality of the me- 
dical testimony, and. not its quan- 
tity. ' 

Guided By Evidence. 

“The so-called irresistible impulse 
has no place in thé law, and is not 
an excuse, nor is every person of dia- 
ordered mind ‘excused. As the burden 
of proof of insanity is on the defend- 
ant, is also entitled’to every rea- 
sonable doubt on the subject. H the 
defendant knew the nature or the 
quality of his act, or ‘knew that the 
act was wrong, then he committed a 
crime, All_men differ montally and 
physically, and this makes it impos-. 
sible, aa I said before, for the court 
to lay down a fixed rule as showing 
deliberation and premeditation. 

“You musk bo guided; gentlemen, 
gasttely, on the ‘evidence. Clamor, 
prejudico or.sympathy must not pre- 
‘vail. You° must be) guided = by. your 
Teason and your judgment.”

TWENTY MILLIONS DYING. 


Russians Are Suffering All the Hor- 
rors of Starvation. 

London, April 11—Dr. Kannard, 
commissioner of the Society of 
Friends, wyo was scent to investigate 
the Russian famine, writing from 
Samara, April 3, says: 

“There nre 20,000,000 people distri- 
buted in the southeastemn provinces 
of Russia, who cannot live to see an- 
other harvest without aid.” 

in Samara, he adds, thousands are 
dying, and 759,000 are starving. Of 
the latter, only 372.700 are getting re- 
lief, one meal in 24 hours. As a meat 
is only two pounds of bread and a 
bowl of soup, this, according to the 
comnnissioner, means dying by de- 
grees. Even this meagie dole, in 
countless instances, is divided among 
many mouths. There are only sufli- 
cient funds on hand to last until May 





1, whereas money would be needed , 


until the end of July, when the har- 
vest will bring relief. 

The commissioner cepecially appeals 
for canned milk. He says there are 
+300,000 children in Samara Province 
who have no milk and aze foreed to 
eat cohrse bread made of acorns, pow- 
dered: wood and cucuinbers, resulting 
in thousands of deaths and much dis- 
ease. 

In conclusion, the commissioner ap- 
peals to the Anglo-Saxons for $2,500,- 
000 to save “twenty millions of human 
beings, who are dying lingering 
deaths from starvation.””

CANADA AND THE COUNCIL: 


Bo Citizens Favor Closer Ties With 
the Mother Country? 


‘It was thought at first that Sir Wil- 
{rid Lauricr would: either not care to 
Fo to the great inter-cclonial confcr- 
ence in London, or that his Parliamen- 
tary duties would not let him go. 

he Premier will be present at the 
council board; but Canada has been 
strangely silent in respect of the ques- 
tions which the con erence will dis- 
cuss. It would be a nice question whe 
ther this is due to the indifference of 
frccccupation, or to the fact that the 
dominion has still to find a large and 
commanding and united voice upon 
vital questions. The Premier is loyal 
to British connection, ‘but ,he -is, as 
he himself would confess, a somewhat 
cold Imperialist. He would allow the 
preeent relations of the Dominion with 
ex Mother Country to go on as they 


He is content to await the proceases 
of national evolution, which makes no 
noise and accomplish themselves 

Above all, Sir Wilfrid has 
never disguised his foar. that closer 
relations with the heart of the Em- 
pire might involve us with British 
militarism, with which, as he con- 
tends, Canada should have nothing to 
do—her mission being one of fal 
development, detached from thereon: 
plications or the passions of the Brest 
powers of the world, 

A feat Trade impossible. 

A majority of Canadians could prob 
ably be found who would be heartily 
in favor of closer relations with the 
Motherland, but they have. not been 
brought together under the atress of 
earnest feeling. Sir Wilfrid has said 
that {ree trade within the Empire is 
impossible, and that’ nothing else 
would avail. Many think that it is 
not beyond the bounda of ibility 
to bring about a genuine ies trade 
between all parts of the Empire, as 
in the case of the ‘United States, 
which, however, are more homogen- 
cous than the widely separated parts 
of the British Empire, and that, at 
any rate, a carefully adjusted fiecal 
arrangement, thought out. to meet 
varying needs, and yet which would 
have the preferential feature for all 
the colonies, might well be a result 
of the forthcoming conference. Some 
fo further, and look to the establish- 
ment of avgreat Council of the Em- 
pite.-in which: all the sister nations 
and colonies would be represented, and 
which would deal with all:large and: 
commanding questions of @ interna- 
tional character. Nor this be 
thought an iridescent dream. 

History is made rapidly now, and 
conéentration of power is the law and 
custom of the age. Australia, New. 
Zealand, South Africa, seem to be 
more interested in the work! the con- 
ference than tho Dominion, which— 
unless the latter have’ the ultimate 
thought of an independent existence— 
is vitally concerned in this meeting 
of tho teprescntatives of all parts of 
the Enipire. 


ONTARIO’S DEATH RATE. 


Pate Was 15.0 Per Thousand tn Feb- 
ruary Last. 


Returns from 765 division registrara 
fo the Provincial Board of Health 
show that out of a population of 2,- 
123,320, or 98 per cent. of the inhabi- 
fants of the province, the total num- 
Ler of deaths during.February were 
2,760, or a rate of 15 per thousand. 
The number of cases of contagious 
diseases reported is 93 less than in 
February, 1906. and the number of 
deaths are 32 fewer. There was o re- 
duction in the number of deaths from 
Scarlet fever, diphtheria, consumption 
and whooping cough. Of typhoid fev- 
er the number of cases re: was 
277 lesa than in 1908, but the number 
of deaths was the same, indicating 
that many ‘cases were not reported. 
There were 21 more instances of small- 
pox brought to the attention of the 
department.

The collecting of valuable furs from 
the (woods is a hazardous business, 
such as nobody but men of tried cour- 
aze and perfect constitution can well 
undertake. But as the reward is sel- 
dcm large, and oftencr meagre, those 
who follow the business are, as a rule, 
either past the prime of life or ‘are, 
maim 
earning good wagea at other occupa- 
‘tions, Of the two or three score of 
men who went into the woods last 
fall, with scanty proyisions and all the , 
traps they could haul, xeventy-five 
per cent. were past fifty years of age 
and more than fifty per cent. of mix- 
ed French ‘and Indian blood, the In- 
dian element furnishing the woodcraft 
ahd the French ‘giving’ the necessary 
physical vigor and tenacity of pur- 


. 4 
The one indispensable article in the 
trapper’s outfit is the long and high 
posted frame sled, or “snow yacht,” 
as it is called. It is a light and locee 
jointed construction of hard wood, 
aving broad and thin runners of 
polished sapling beech. The sleds are 
wide enough to-hold up a load of 600 


to 
on 












steep and bushy hillsides with the 
speed of steel shod toboggans. 

Going in, this sled ia laden with 
Indian meal, prepared flour, molasses, 
tiack tea, fat salt pork, a blanket, an 
extra pair of woollen socks and all 
the new traps that a strong man can 
haul. Packed under the of meal 
and away from the wet is a single shot 
rifle with a short barrel, on top. 
of the load and ready for use at 
notice ia a light axe, with a sh 
hendJe.. A paper of salt, a box Of 
matches, a strong clasp knife, a small 
file for aharpening the axe and knife 
and a bountiful supply of tobacco 
complete the outfit for a stay of four 
or five months. 2 
Traps for mink are placed near shal- 
low and muddy ponds, where the 
number of conical houses made from 
firgs and dead grasses indicates that 
muskrats abound. Mink feed upon 
rruskrata, and the presence of the 
niuskrat' homea means good trapping. 

The stouter otter traps are set near 
open holes in the ice and close under 
sunny clay banks, where the otters 
take winter exercise in sliding. For 
the taking of the valuable fisher cats 
the traps are sct among hummocks 
and seams in the ice, close inshore, 
and are baited with fish on the trench- 
er and lines of frozen minnows or 
shineré strewn from open holes in the 
ics in the direction of the traps, to 
Icad the wily beasts to destruction, 

A trapper must start early and work 
very hard to set o%t a fresh line of 
traps for twenty miles along a stream 
in a day. At night he sceks out a 
thick clump of fir or spruce on the 
uthern slape of a*stcep hil), and, 
aving shovelicd ‘away the snow with 
his snowshoes and» grubbed out the 
stumps, surrounds himself with three 
thick walls and a roof of evergreen 
boughs. Filling the inside deeply with 
hemlock or fir brush for a bed, he 
kindles a big fire irt front of the south- 
erm opening or “door” and sleeps 
scundly until the crimson bars above 
the eastern hills mark the coming 
day. Then, putting his tin dipper over 
the coals to draw a strong brew of tea, 
and eating some cold roasted muskrat 
from the ow of his hunting coat, 
he takes his remaining traps on the 
sled, crosses the divide to the parallel 
atream and. returns to the home 
camp, setting his traps on the way 
and reaching his: starting point at 
nightfall. 

The concentrated essence of joy in 
the trapper’s life is when, with traps 
oiled and hidden away, with sled 
lended with furs and belt buckled up 
lightly, he finds himsclf facing south 
and cast and feels the tug of the sled 
rope pulling from behind. At times he 
travels more than-one ‘hundred miles 
over melting banks ‘df. snow that clog 
his snowshoes and cause him to ache 
in every joint. Though tha going may 
@et no bad that, except for a faw hours 
after midnight, he can make na pro- 
gicas at all he is never dopreased, for 
he knows that somewhere “‘away oyer 
thore,”* out and beyond the ‘interminy, 
atle woods, outside the clustered 
mountains and hills that fence him in, 
is _a fur buyer who will pay him, 
money for what he has earned so hard- 
ly -and after the ‘money. come the 
bathroom, the barber shop, the cloth- 
ing store and then—ah, thea! s warm 
and ‘cosey seat in front of some bar, 
where the fluids he tikes comes tq him 
at the wave of his hand. 


























Raising Oysters.

Cannda’s future’is a topic for end- 
less discussion and speculation. Per-" 
haps that ’is an indication that’ her 
career is not tixed by tho fates. In 
this vein a contributor to the Monthly 
Ueview looks at the subject from a 
British point of interest and concludes 
that Canada has the decision largely 
in‘ her own’ hands. Tho Americaniza- 
tion of Canada, this writer holds, is not 
threatened on invasion of settlers 
from this side of the line. There are 
more native Canadians in the United 
States than there are immigrants from 
this republic in the Dominion. Cana- 
dians in this country learn from us, 
and some of the Americanization talk- 
21 about comes through him. But 
their Influence at home is not burtful 
to Canada in‘ the Jong run. 


American Influence. 


American ideas are distributed 
throughout Canada by books, newspa- 

m8 periodicals printed this side 
the line, but this writer asserts that it 
is futile to attempt to courtteract the 
American influence exerted by this 
means, Canadiana, na a rule, are not 
sufficiently interested in fingliah af- 
{airs to prefer home litgrature to the 
productions of New York and Chi- 
cago. The effect of all of this on Can- 
ada’s political future is tho inculea- 
tion of Dominion patriotism. **The 
painter haa not yct been cut—mnay, 
quite probably, not be cut during the 
present generytion—but it has been 
pretty badly frayed.” In this connec 
tion the writer citea the {sct that the 
feeling in Canada is acute that the 
Dominion should make its own treat- 
ies, and this fecling led to the sus- 
cestion both in Cannda and in Eng- 
lend that the new British minister in 
Washington should have been a Cana- 
dinn. 

No Army and Navy. 


Canadas has no army and nary to 
eniorce treaties, but this is no draw- 
back, ause it enables her to devote 
her cash to industrial purposes and 
“keep it there, because she is in tho 
lappy position of having two strings 
to her bow, the mother country, or, 
naan ultimate'resort, the Monroe doc- 
trine.”” In other words, Canada will 
stick to the British realm if she has 
to save herself or resort to aunexation 
with the United States to save herself, 
meanwhile growing in strength ‘and 
independence. If neither of these al- 
ternatives is forced upon her, she may 
bo found, not many years hence, nei- 
ther under the Union Jack nor under 
the Stara and Stripes, but under anew 
hesaldie combination of the two. Such 
dcep interest in politics among all 
classes’ as Secretary Root noted dur- 
ing his recent visit ta Canada usually 
strings from asnirations toward na- 
tional individuality.

The new Trensyaal Ministry will 
adopt no heroic measure with regard 
to the repatriation of the Chincee 
coolies. 

The Imperial Government will be 
thoroughly disillusioned if it expects 
the Boers to display any anxicty in 
the direction of sending the China- 
men home. 

General Botha, the new Premier, 
and his colleagues do not love the 
Asiatics, but they are wise enough to 
approve their stay in the country:so

His Teutonic Majesty, with bland im- 
perturbability, invited the English 
Secretary of War to inspect the ma- 
noeuvres or \whatever he’ pleased, 
whereas if tha average Brtisher ap- 
proaches a fort it becomes a job for the 
British Embassy. 

The Kaiser had been talking with 
candid affability and openness, which 
would have rendered any one suspto- 
ious except a sound forensic brain.

EARTHQUAKE IN MEXICO, 


Three Cities In Ruins—Many Killed 
,and Injured. 
,Chilpacingo, Mox., April 16.—This 
city has been completely destroyed by 
one of the ‘most serious earthquakes 

that has ever visited this section. 

Up to Inst night the known dead 
number eleven, and the badly injured 
twenty-seven. 

A panic prevails everywhere, and 
people are flecing to the open’ country. 
The carth continues to rock at half- 
hour intervals,” and many. minor 
shocks ‘are completing the work uf 
destraction of the first earthquake. 

All: telegraph communication “with 
the outside world ‘ceased shortly after 
11.50 o’clock Sunday. night, when the 
first shock was felt.’ The telegraph 
officers have installed temporary 
quarters in an open sguare. 

Word has reached here that the 
Town of Chilapa, forty-two Kilometers 
to the northeastward, has also been 
destroyed. As yet no details have 
boon received a3 to the number of 
dead and wounded, but it is feared 
the number will ‘be large. 

This city is the capital of the State 
of Guerrero, and four years ago was 
visited by an carthquake which killed 
and wounded many of its inhabitants 
and destroyed a large part of the 
town. The population of the town is 
7,496, end until tho panic into which 
tNie citizens have been thrown abates 
it will be impossible to state aceurate- 
ly to what an extent this earthqhake 
has decreased it, 

The population of the City of Chila- 
pa is 15,000. 

|. Third City May Be Gone. 

Midway between the cities-of Chil- 
pancingo and Chilapa ia the City of 
Tixtla. This is a prosperous and pro- 
gressive community, and as no word 
has been received from there it 3s 
Scared that it also has been destroy. 


Judging from the movements of the 
earthquake, Tixtla would be directly 
in its lines and if-the city" has escap- 
ed it -has been only a miracle. 

The nearest big town, Aculpe, is 131 
kilometers to the southwest of this 
place, and has not been heard from. 

Both the volcanoes of Colima and 
Jerullo are in this region, and the peo- 
ple fear that ihe seismic disturbane:s 
may cause these mountains to be 
come more active. 

The inhabitants hereabouts are 
known as “Pintos,”" becauxo of the 
spots on their faces. They are noted 
for their hardy, warlike spirit, and for 
their stoicism and fanaticism, but ne 
recent catastrophe seems to have com- 
pletely unnerved thein. 

Americans In Danger. - 

The city is located’ 97 Kilometres 
from the nearest railroad line, and *t 
will be impossible for the people to 
flee, except on foot or on horseback, 

This fact caused a considerable 
amount of anxicty, because the state

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CANADIANS BUNCOED 


Germans Are Reaping Benefit of 
British Preferential Tariff. 


(Foreign-Made Goods Being Shipped to 
_ Canada Through English Ports— 
Mr. Bourassa Would Abolish Pref- 
erence—The Laughing Stock of the 
Commerciat World — Col. Hughes 
and the French-Canadians. 


Ottawa, April 16—On motion to go 
into supply yesterday Mr. Armstrong 
of Lambton refd official communica- 
tions to show tata feos less “a 

jum are ng transshippod to 
Ganaty trees England, thus obtaining 
tho benefit of the British preference. 
Watches, bicycles, carpets and cut- 
lery were among the items mentioned. 
Razors made in Germany were bein; 
shipped to England there — staunpe 
with the word “Shefficld.”” Mr. Arm- 
strong favored a mutual preference. 

Mr. Fielding replied that Mr, Arm- 
strong in one breath complained of the 
German surtax anil.in the next breath 
complained that the surtax was not 
enforced, but that the German imports 
eame in undor the preferential tariff. 
He insisted that no frauds wore be- 
ing practiond, but he would eall the 
matter to the attention of the Cus- 
toms Department. 

Mr. Foster thought that. the Gov- 
erument should procestt more’ vigor- 
ously. The people of Canada bad been 
buncoed in the matter of this prefer- 
ence. It only benefitted the British 
middleman and the German manuiac- 
turer. 

Mr. Bournasa said a system of low- 
er preferential tariff invited this kind 
of fraud. England being a free trade 
country, it was natural that German 
manufacturers should ship their goods 
to that country for the purpose of 
dumping them into Caneda, Canada 
had become the laughing stock of 
the commercial world. .He favored 
the repeal of the preference. 

The Colonel and Ecctesiastles. 

A lively. debate ensued upon Col. 
Sam Hughes rising to explain that 
he meant no offence to his French 
Catholic friends when he said a fow 
nights ago that the exiled French 
priests coming to Canada were a curse 
to the country. He thought that all 
people agreed that ecclesiastical ty- 
ranny was a curse. He did not con- 
fine his remarks to any one religion. 
He. believed that the exiled French

ng the youth by teaching the French 
language and disloyalty.

The stumpage value to 
the Province was over $100,000 and 
the dues ranred from $25,000 to $30,- 
000, In addition—and even more 
serious—hundreds of Worthy and 
plucky settlers had located upon it.

“I hazard the opinion.” declared 
Mr. Whitney, “that we havg reached 
a strange stage of affairs in‘a British 
country when such an unneccasary, 
unwarranted and arbitrary action on 
the part of any responsible Minister 
will be tolerated for a moment.”

The Prime Minister roundly scored 
Sir Frederick Borden. With the insol- 
ent assurance that he did ‘not intend 
to recompense either Ontario or the 
private individuals he had acted in 
a wanton and disgraceful manner, tak- 
ing advantage of his little brief au- 
thority to confiscate the land with- 
out a thought as to tho rights of the 
settlors, the licenses, or the Province.

‘DELMAS HAS RETIRED. - 
How Thaw Got Rid of His Legdin 
Counse : 


: ag , 

New York,: April. 16.—Interest in 
the case of Harry K. Thaw now cen- 
trea about the probable changes he 
will make in -his- staff of lawyers. 
While no official announcement has 
been made in this regard, intimations 
have ‘come from the lawyers them- 
sclves that changes have made, 
and that others: will follow. Delphin 
M. Delmas, who led the fight at the 
recent trial, has, it is stated, severed 
his connéction with the case. In this 
connection a story of remarksblo 
proceeding of Thaw, at § critical per- 
jod of his trial, were published here 
yesterday. 

The story recites that whon the trial 
was resumed after the report of the 
Junacy commission, Mr. Delmas call- 
ed Dr. Hamilton to the stand to have 
hiin testify as to-Thaw’sa mental con- 
dition when the murder was commit- 
ted. He was just about to question 
when he received a note from Thaw, 
which read: “You are no longer in 
charge of my case.” 

Thaw Fired Him. 

Delmas, ‘surprised, secured the 

court’s permission to confer with his 
client, the story states, and when he 
asked Thaw what the «note meant, 
Thaw is said to have replied: “It 
ineans just what it says. You are not 
foing to make those men testify that 
I am -instne. I am sane, and you 
know it. You are no longer in charge 
of my case.” 
Mr. Delmas then asked Thaw for 
permission to withdraw, but his re- 
quest was refused. Delmas, under the 
Inw, could not voluntarily retire from 
the case, and Thaw, having told him 
that he (Thaw) was the leading coun- 
sel in his own case,“Mr. Delmas ask- 
ed hinrwhat he wished done. 

“TI Want you-to take Dr. Hamilton 
off the stand and begin to sum up 
for the jury.” was the reply. 

Delmas thereupon announced that 
the defendant rested -his case, and 
Dr. Hamilton was excused without 
testifying. 

Danicl O'Reilly makes the an-. 
nouncement that he is now counsel 
of record for Thaw, -and will be in 
active.charge hereafter. He was ap- 
pointed that position a couple. of 
weeks ago. he says, succeeding Clil- 
ford W. Hartridge. Thaw’ appointed 
O'Reilly the day Mr. Hartridge start- 
ed to cross-examine Dr..Mabon, Mr.

Mr. O'Reilly is authority for the 
stdtement that he is the only one of 
the five lawyers re-engaged, but ho 
says. that. Thaw ia fond of Lawyer

After a consultation with Thaw, Mr. 
O'Reilly said that at the second trial 
the defence will be. practically the 
seme as that at the first trinl—insanity 
of the defendant at tho time ho shot 
White.

_ Subsidies. 
Premier Whitney Will Keep Faith 

_ With the People. 


No,fViore Wholesale Giving Away of Ontario Lands— 
Only Smail Grants Made—Electrio Powe; to Be 
Supplied At Cost—Evasions ‘of License 
Act-—Chiid Labor In Hotels— 
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Toronto, April 17.—“Whatever else 
this Government may do or fail to do 
it will earnestly endeavor to keep 
faith with the people,” declared Hon. 
J. P. Whitney, the ‘Prime Minister, 
at Legislature yesterday in out- 
lining the Government policy in rela- 
tion to applications of railways for 
subsidies and Iand grants. 

“We believe that the time has come 
to stop granting_any of Ontario's 
lands to any*scheme whatever. The 
policy upon which we asked the ton- 
fidence of the people—a_ confidence 
which we are proud to have had ex- 
tended—was that the tine had come 
to call a halt on all such gifts ex- 
cept in very exceptional casea What 
ought. the ple to think if we now, 
enjoying their confidence, turn our 
backs upon our professions nnd vir- 
tually declare ourselves dishonorable. 

“The time may come when it is 
wise in the interests of the Province 
to amend our course, but ere this 
takes place we must have something 
clear and unmistakable from the pubs 
lic mind of the people.” (Applause.) 

Accordingly only one smell grant 
of $5,000 was made. 

Grants to Railways. - 

Mr, Whitney said it was proposed 
te grant $5,000 in all to the railway 
from Thessalon to the Algoma branch 
of the C, PL R.; to extend the ting 
limit te Dec, 31, 1510, for the Iron- 
dale, Bancroft and Ottawn Riilway > 
to Dee=3, 1999, for the Turento, Lind- 
say and Pembroke; and to Dee. 31, 
1907, for the Bracebridge and Trades 
ing Lake, providing that the promiced 
$35,000 is spent. 

The Canadian Northern have been 
granted a revival of the $2,900 per 
mile bonus passed by the former Gov- 
ernment on condition that they swing 
their line round ‘westward so -that it 
does not compete with the Govern- 
ment-owned Temisknming road, The 
application for land grant was re 
fusod. 











The AJgoma Central's application 
for the guarantceing of $3,500,000 was 
refused, the Government taking the 
round that the guarantee of the Soo 
loan was sufficient to this company. 
The time for earning the land grant 
was, however, extended two years. 

Electric Power zt Cost. — 

The popularity and non-partisan

For Places Over 10,000—Little Hope |

Ottrwa, April. 19.-Mr-- Fielding and 
Mr. Remieux clashed yesterday morn- 
ing, but the latter had his way and 
the evidence taken by the insurance 
commission will be printed in French.

Chapleay Wreck. 


Broken Rail Was Cause of Accident— 
Horrors Might Have Been Avoid- 
ed Had It Not Been For Acetylene 
Gas—Railway Exoneratsd | From 
Blame—Safer System For Lighting 


Trains Is Suggested. 
3 Chapleau, April 20.—The coroncr’s 
jury investigating the wreck, in which 
-} 25 lives were lost,’ erday returned 
the following verdict: 

“The immediate cause of .the acci- 
dent or ‘derailment of train was a 
Sroken rail, located on a curve around 
which the train was running at the 
time. ans 

“No blame is attached to any of 
the railway_crew or to the roadmaster 
or sectionmen or any employe of the 
railway company for the accident. 

“The train waa lighted with acety: 
lene gas, except one coach, and upon 
derailment the gas escaped and iguiit- 

and seems to have prevented to a 
certain extent at Icast the occupants 
of one of the conches from ‘escaping 
and to render all attempts at ‘rescue 
almost useless. 

“This jury is strongly of the opinion 
that had it not been for the fire that 
broke out in the coaches almost im- 
miediately after the derailment, the ac 
cident would not. have been attended 
with such marked fatality, 

“We, the jury, having viewed the 
scene of the disaster and having care. 
fully considered the facts placed be- 
fore us, would strongly recommend a 
saicr wrethod of lighting trains than 


by vas." 
A Possible Causes, 

Soraner'S. MeCuaig of. the Soo con- 
ducted the enquiry, assisted by Crown 
Attorney McFadden, 

Roadmaster Faugh was the prin- 
cipal witness, He stated that four 
men, & foreman’and three laborérs, 
had charge of the cight-mile section 
on which the wreck occurred. 

Early on the morning of the day the 
wreck took place he instructed them 
to go over their section which they 
afterwards said they did. 

Ho was of the opinion that the 
weight of the engine forced down a 
rail sntil it came to break, when the 
flange mounted it, causing a jolt, 
which probably loosened the rail still 
more, Broken raila occur more fre- 
quently at thie time of year owing to 
Trust getting into the steel in_ the 
mint and being thawed out in’ the 
‘day. "There is no method of positively 
telling when a break had occurred. 

As to the likelihood of the track 
having spread, he tbecene it might 
have been possible. If the right ele- 
vation of curve had been altered by 
the frost coming out of the ground 
and raising the truck it might havo 
spread by: the train’s weight. The 
weight of the rail on the curve where 
the derailment occurred was 73 Ibs. to 
the yard,

Treatment: for Juvenile Law- 
reakera—Bill In Senate,

sion, but to put it before the public 
for consideration.

“Drring my 
first month in office I ,was astounded 
to find that within the thirty days 
twelve men were killed in one plant 
alone of the United States Stcel cor- 
poration.” “If cren the present laws 
were enforced,” the Hungarian consul 
has protested, “conditions wonld not 
be so bAd.”—Everybody’s Magazine. 





Wintering Dahlia Tubers. 

“As soon as the tops are killed by the 
frost they shoukl be cut off to within 
six Inches of the ground. The tubers 
may then be dug and Inverted in the 
ground, to permit the sap remalolng 
plant to'settle witbout dripping 
a the tubers, as It Is believed the 
sap Js-an injury to the roots, ‘After 
the plants become dry they may be 
placed In a cellar Iu boxes or baskets 
and kept dry, but not permitted to 
shrivel. Any. condition sultable for 
good care of potatoes Is favorable for 
wintering dahlia tubers.’ The tubers

Tudor’s Mephistopheles, the Hon, Un- 
decimus Scott, Ix called, mech against 
his will, ax a witness for the defense, 
cross examined by ibe celebrated Chat- 
fanbrasa, forced to confess bia nils- 
deeds and dismissed covered . with 
fenominy, to be subsequently expelled 
from his club—poctic Justice which 
would have been defeated even by a 
chairman of quarter sessions, 

The great theoretical and practical 
knowledge ofjaw posseasedl by Charics 
Reade saved*bim from this error, as 
from many othera. Yet the famous 
trial scene in “Hard Cash” would have 
been ruthlessly deprived of: its most 
dramatic moment by any judge of the 
high court.

The peculiar hardness of the mineral 
renders.the work of cutting most «lif- 
ficult, and much time and ingenuity, 
both here and on the continent, have 
been expended, but~at last the diffi- 
cult process of cutting and meulding 
appears to be solved. 

At Brook House the same blue 
Canadian marble mixed with pavon- 
azzo will adorn the sumptuous outer 
entrance hall when it is completed. 
Hundreds of men are now working 
to get the necessary quantity of 60 
tons cut and moulded to form the 
cornices and pilasters of the apart- 
ment. 


QUEBEC NOT BEHIND. 


Ancient City Will Not Lag In 
dustry and Commerce. 


There is much talk about the boom 
in Winnipeg, Port Arthur and Fort 
William, Regina, Edmonton, Calgary, 
and other new cities. Every little town 
in the West is talking about its won- 
derful development. They rather pity 
the poor, old, effete East. Yet it is 
doubtful if there is a city in the Do- 
minion making more progress than 
the Ancient Capital. Quebec is the 
oldest city in Cafada—three hundred 
years of age in-1908. For a Jone period 
it was so overshadowed by Montreal 
that it seemed to be shrinking back 
into insignificance. 

To-day all this is changed. The Que- 
bee bridge is approaching completion 
and Intercolonial trains will soon be 
running across the River. The im- 
possible is almost accomplished. Th» 
Grand Trunk Pacific is building north 
and south. The Canadian Northern 
Quebec cero is building a ‘direct 
short line to Montreal, the portion 
from Quebec to Garveau Junction bs 
ing the only uncompleted — link. 
Another line is being built along the 
South Shore to serve much thfe same 
purpose, through the southern coun- 
ties, The Canndian Pacific steamers 
have made Quebec their summer port, 
So much for the railways and steam- 
boat lines. 

Electrical development is procesd- 
ing fast. Five thousand horse power 
is being developed at Montmorency 
Falls and a contract has been made 
for the iminediate development of six 
thousand horse power at. another 
Falls, but twenty milea away. Ulti- 
mately both these stations will be en- 
larged, To this is added the pulp and 
paper development ‘of the Province. 
The city is crowded with new business 
men, many of thenr from the United 
States, Mines, quarries and pulp lim- 
its are talked of in hotel corridors and 
on the street corners. 

Quebece’s day has come and no one 
will be jealous. The West has had its 
share. Ontario needs no coddling. The 
promess in historic Lower Canada 
a8 been inevitably slower, but its 
great resources were bound to be dis- 
covered in time. There is every in- 
dication that from now on, that Pro- 
vince will not lag Lefind in the in- 
dustrial and commercial race, and the 
City of Quebec will lead in the renais- 
sance. +r 


~ Are Salmon Late? 

The output of the Harrison and Bon 
Accord salmon hatcheries will, be at 
least a month late in maturing this 
year, on account of the unusually se- 
vero winter which has been’ exper- 
ienced in this part of British Coluimn- 
bia. 

The ova have been over.a month in 
hatching, The young fish, however, 
were not injured at all by the cold 
weather, It is thought that they will 
mature just as well although late, and 
that, they will be fully as hardy as in 
other years 

The output of the Harrison hatch- 
ery will be about sixteen million sal- 
mon this year, while the Bou Accord 
hatchery 1s taking care of eight or 
nine million young sockeyes. This will 
make a total output of about tiver 
five million fish; while the usual o: 
put of the two hatcheries is ‘about 
thirty million..The cause of the small- 
er number this year was the héayy 
freshots which occurred last fall dur- 
ing the spawning season. Many of the 
pens ‘which contained salmon from 
which spawn were to be taken. were 
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‘elusire dollar out of the pockets of bee 
fellow church’ members.

The Proper Way to Treat Cuts and 
Broices. 

There are no external applications, 
such as ointment, linfments or lotions, 
that will or can “heal” a wound. Ne- 
fure alone docs this, and she can do ft 
in the least possible time when tere 
methods are not retanied. 

If a cnt or laceration is made with a 
clean lostrument. it Is best to dresytho 
wound without even washing off the 
exuding blood. If the Injury“ was 
caused by anything not clean or If any 
foreign matter be present and a sue. 
pieion of Infection exists, of course the 
Injured surface should be thoroughly 
cleansed. In the absence of an anti. 
septic solution plain Lot water may be 
used aed the particles of dirt or grit 
remored With a new needle or woolen 
tootlipick, says Mother's Magazine. 

The bealing of wounds fs ften ma- 
terially interfered with by the appt 
cation of useless or injurious “reme 
dics” and overattention In the disturt+ 
ance or changing of dreasingx If a 
wound Ls perfectly clean and the edzee 
correctly brought together, the only 
Way nature can be assisted fs by keep 
Ing it sd. However, ft Is solifetimnes 
not only advisable, but necessary, to 
make an npplication of some kind te 
relieve severe pain, particularly fo chi 
dren and nervous subjects, and a splen- 
did preparation Cor this purpose ts pre. 
pared by rubbing together equal parts 
of pure carbolie acid crystals and gum 
camphor till an oily liquid ts formed, 
after which twice the quantity of sweet 
oll Is added. The mixture Is nontrri- 
tating, antiseptic und Is good for any 
injury, burns and scalds included, that 
is Hable to happen Ina family.”
